The unqualified success of 
the 


management of Miss Carrie E. Stout, 
Superintendent 
of the Annie M. 


Warner Hospital, with the co-opera^ 
tion of the Staff of the Hospital and 
her corps of nurses, is made most ap- 
parent by the reports made to the 
Board of the institution of the work 
covering the period from the open- 
ing of the Hospital up to June 30. 


When the 
physicians 
estimated 


during the building of the hospital 
that between four and five hundred 
people left the county each year for 
treatment in hospitals, the figures 
then given are shown by the reports 
now in hand to have been very con- 
servative. The total in the first 
three months has run up to 152 and 
this experience during a very healthy 
season would indicate that a yearly 
total of over 600 patients can be ex- 
pected for the year. 
Of the 152 admissions in thss first 


period six were new born babes. 


The loss in the same period was 


nine, three of these were medical 
cases, beyond help when received. 
Of the six surgical cases three were 
operated upon and the other three 
could not be operated upon. Of the 
152 admissioas up to June 30, 20 re- 
mained ia the institution and 123 had 
been dismissed as cured and improv- 
ed. 
. 
In the treatment of the cases in this 


period there were nine consultants 
from outside the county. Our own 
staff doing fully ninety-five percent 
of the work aad our nurses more 
than that pen, cent for there have 
been but a few private nurses spe- 
ciallv in attendance.

the opinion of the Supreme Court 
Sled a few days ago in which it was 
decided that women were qualified 
for jury duty. Justice Schaffer re- 
viewed the history of trial by jury 
frorn 1664 in Englaad. and coacluded 
that the Supreme Court entertaias no 
doubts that -women are eligible to 
serve as jurors in all the Common- 
wealth courts. The law as we have 
at present was analysed as follows:

there was no absolute and fixed 
qualification of jurors at common law 
and from very ancieat times their 
qualifications were fixed by act of 
parliament: (2) the qualification of

Wider Roads Contemplated. 


It is apparent that with the aor- 


mal increase ia the registration of 
motor vehicles the present width of__ 
lighways will be eatirely inadequate 
withia a few years. At the instance 
of the State Highway Department the 
1021 legislature gave consideration to 
this matter and enacted legislation 
which received the approval of the 
governor and which will give the 
State Highway Department power to 
extend the width of important thor- 
oughfares so that they will be ade- 
quate for the safety of road users. 


It is not the purpose of the State 


Highway Department immediately to 
widen these highways, but merely to 
nrake a survey of possible future 
traffic so that line may be laid down 
for the guidance of individuals __ or 
t>thrs who are contemplating im- 
provements along these routes. Th« 
proceeding is similar to that follow- 
ed by mr. dpalities which establish 
building "lines along undeveloped 
streets.
